“As a result of the war we intend 
to establish the principle that inter- 
national problems must be handled by 
free negotiation on equal terms be- 
tween free peoples, and that this set- 
tlement shall no longer be hampered 
or swayed: by the overmastering dicta- 
tion of a government controlled by a 
military caste. That is what I mean 
by the destruction of the military 
domination of Prussia—nothing more, 
but nothing less.“ 

Serbia, Belgium, Poland. 

Referring to the fate of Serbia and 
Montenegro, following a similar fate 
suffered by fe is. the premier said: 

“We are in this struggle the, cham- 
pions, not only of treaty rights but 
of the independent status and free de- 
velopment of weaker countries.

Dr. WMW. Jay Bell, who last week con- 
ducted a series of experiments with 
dogs at the Fulton Tower to demon- 
strate his theory that arsenic is not a 
poison, announced, yesterday that he 
has taken the matter up with Johns 
Hopkins university and with the Rocke- 
feller institute, with a view to inter- 
esting them in his theory. ‘ 

Dr. Bell has issued the following 
statement, making clear the nature of 
his experiment: 


“The prison commission attended the 
demonstrations at my request and had no 


e demonstrations themselves had no 
other motive except to show that arsenic 
is not a deadly poison. 

“Dr. Edgar Everhart, at my request, 
broke the seal on original packages of 
Merk’s arsenious acid and weighed out 
doses for the dogs. These doses were brought 
down to the jail yard by Judge T. E. Pat- 
terson at my request. A number witnessed 
the administration of the arsenic and noted 
the condition of the dogs each day there- 
after. Wednesday, grains 1, 3, 5, 8 and 16 
were given, and Thursday, the last day of 
the experiment, grains 2, 6, 10, 16 and 32.

Latest Great Hammerstroke 
of Crown Prince at Verdun 
Fails and the French Are 
Greatly Encouraged.

mans at Verdun has greatly encou 
thei French press and public; and con- 


firms still further the general confi- 


dence felt in the ability of the high 
command. The attack is stated to have 


great, blows delivered since the battle 
began fifty days ago, and yet it yield- 
ed the least results of any, although the 
crown prince hurled two whole army 
corps against the French along a ten- 
mile front. 

As Bethincourt formed a dangerous 
salient, its evacuation had been ex- 
pected for some time and many mili- 
tary observers long ago criticised its 
retention. General Petain's unerring 
judgment in letting it go at exactly 
the right moment is now highly 
praised. While of little value to the 
French it is of almost none to the Ger- 
mans, as it is located ih a hollow com- 
manded by French guns on all sides, 
out of which it is practically impossible 
for them to debouch. 
| Germans Came in Swarms. 

Abandoning the new open formation 
and the lately established practice of 
night attack, the Germans yesterday 
engaged two army corps in dense 
masses against the French positions 
northwest of Verdun between Avocourt 
and Cumieres. 

Forces numbering at least a division 
and a half charged the line between 
Avocourt and Bethincourt. They ap- 
proached within a hundred yards of 
the French trenches and seemed in- 


their men were falling, but notwith- 
standing their courage and the. weight 
of their masses they were stopped. 
There was a dead line beyond which 
they could not pass. 

When the attacking columns were 
thinned out by artillery and machine 
gunfire so that a reformation became 
necessary, the order to retire was given. 
Twice were they obliged to 1 up 
the gaps in their ranks, but rfone of 
their onslaughts shook the French line, 
which had been considerably strength- 
ehed in the region of Bethincourt by 
the withdrawal of forces from the dan- 
3 exposed salient to command- 
ng positions behind the village. 


Attacked Dead Man’s Hill. 


Two fresh divisions attacked Dead 
Man’s Hill while the assault was in 
progress on the Bethincourt line, oth- 
er forces at the same time trying to 
slip through the ravine near Cumieres. 
To aid the maneuver, an attack was sim- 
ultaneously made on the east bank of 
the Meuse in the region of Champneu- 
ville-Vacheruville. A few hundred men 
who had succeeded in penetrating the 
ravine were left on the field after the 
action proved unsuccessful. 

A third attack at the same time was 
delivered on a position strongly or- 
ganized by the French, northeast of 
Avocourt, the object seemingly bein 
to drive in the Frenoh line far enoug 
to turn hill 304, which lies 800 yards 
south and constitutes what is charac- 
terized as the Gibraltar in the French 
line in that district. 

s attack met with more success 
than the others, but after the Germans 
had succeeded in getting a footing at 
some points in the first trenches the 
French counter attacked and the net 
result for the Germans was an increase 
in er losses from the French bay- 
onets. 

It is stated that at the close of the 

day the French held exactly the same 
conten as at the beginning of the at- 
ack. 
The German losses are again said to 
have been on the basis of fifty per cent 
of the effectives en ed, and these 
included. a considerable proportion of 
the German reserves.

VERDON CONDITION, 


Paris, 2. 1 . Giniety 
bishop of Verdun, is the latest arrival 
in Paris from the shell-swept city 
whose cathedral and bishop’s palace are 
in the center of smoking ruins. The 
bishop left on the footboard of a loco- 
motive. He came to Paris to see par- 
ishioners who have taken refuge here. 
ae conditions at Verdun, he 
said: ! 

“During five days of intense bom- 
bardment, I went back and forth from 
the cathedral to the bishop's palace to 
encourage the inhabitants, although 
there really was nothing but valor in 
Verdun. I accompanied to the railway 
station the last convoy of civilians to 
leave and then returned to the palace. 
But I could not remain there, as the 
military authorities ordered every one 


out. 

“T set forth Saturday morning. There 
were no more trains for civilians, no 
more horses, automobiles or other con- 
veyances. At the railway station I 
found a locomotive which was just 
about to leave for water. I jump- 
ed on the foot-board and the engineer 
consented to take me as far as the 
locomotive was going. I made the rest 
of the way on foot to a hospital behind 
the front. 

The Germans are assailing Verdun 
with fury, but while their shells may 
demolish houses, they will never get 
the town.” 0 

The bishop has established tempora- 
ry headquarters at Bar Le Duc, 30 miles 
— of Verdun, to care for the home- 
ess.

Pershing’s Camp at the Front in 
Mexcio, April 8—(By Aeroplane and 
Motor Truck to Columbus, N. M., April 
10.)—Gold is the word which has been 
adopted along this front to describe 
coffee. A teaspoonful of coffee will 
buy more than a gold coin, and the 
rich color of the coffee, enhanced by 
its scarcity, has fixed the nickname 
firmly for this campaign. 

An officer-at this camp today, deal- 
ing out the day’s coffee ration to a 
soldier, advised him to save his cof- 


jfee grounds for secénd boiling in case 


of temporary delay in the arrival of 
new supply trains. 

“I save mine,” said the officer. 

“How many times do you use the 
same grounds?” he was asked. 

“One set of grounds I used eleven 
times, he replied. “The last few times 
I was just drinking suggestion, but 
that kept me happy.“ 38 

Another officer offered one dollar 
sold for a cup of well used coffee 
grounds and his bid was refused. 

Tobacco is the only article which has 
approached coffee in the exaggerated 
value which this campaign has placed 
on a few ordinarily commonplace com- 
modities. One solaier who was “flush” 
with coffee, sold a teaspoonful for three 
cigarette papers.
